In 1800 the county of Trumbull was organized, and in 1846 the 

county of Mahoning was set off from Trumbull, with its County 

seat being Youngstown. Earlier records of Mahoning Co., of 

today wre seen at Warren the county seat of Trumbull. 

Vols. I and II of The Hist. of Trumbull and ie aoe counties 

contain numerous references to various branches of the families 

of Howards, Roses, and kindred families. 

The Genealogical data which we have as the basis of our Howard 

record was copied by Albert Crail Howard from the bible records 

of his father, and by his son Lebanon Uriah Howard, from Albert's 

Records.

He quoted a record of 
the long defunct Moravian Church of iaey, Berks Co., Pa.yThe re- 
cords of the ancient church, after its disbandonment were taken 

to the Moravian Archives at Bethlehem for preservation, 


In 1708 Rev. Joshua Kockerthal besought the London Board’ of 

Trade, on behalf of himself and other poor Lutherans from the 
Palitinate in Germany asking that they be seht to America. The 
result of this petition was the great migration of many thousands 
of Palatines. First they came to New Jersey in 1708, and then the 
Key, Kockerthal returned to England, and prepared the great mi- 
grations-of 1709-10. 

So many pf these poor Lutherans came to Manhatten at one t ime that 
this small town could not take care of them, and most of them were 
sent up the Hudson River and settled in Livingstons Manor, in The 
Mohawk Valley, including the valley of the Scoharie River. There 
was much history made by this migration. The Palatines wanted 
farms, and trouble ensued between Palatines and the Dutch land- 
owners at Albany. The outcome was a second migration from the 
Mohawk Valley to Pennsylvaniawhere many Palatines set tliedy] S inst 
at Tolpehocken in Bucks County and then all around that first 
settlement. .Here they settled&is known today as The Pennsylvania 
Dutch country. Perhaps the center of the area is Reading, Pa.. 

Not far from Reading is Maxatawney, where the Moravian Congregation 
earlier mentioned existed in Oley township. 

Conrad Weiser was the political leader of the New York Yalatines. 
Joshua Kockerthal was the religious leader. The migation to Tol 
pehocken was begun by Conrad Weiser, as the result of violent dis- 
agreements between the Palatines and the "Albanians", A petition 
to the King had been written by one John Newkirkand sent to England 
being taken there by Conrad Weiser, one Casselman, and another 
person unknown, Much is made of that journey but nothing came of 

it BUTthe violent emnity of the Governor, who set about to hang 
those who participated in the petition. Weiser escaped and so, 
evidently did the others. It is not known precisely who the New 

kirk was that wrote the petition but so far as I have been able 
to learn, therewas no Newkirk listed in any Palatine migrations

On June 7, 1748, Mary Richar dson, widow of Lawrence Richardson 
Signed a Bond in the Administration of his estate, in the Court 
of The Register of Lancaster Co., and her co-signers and guar - 
antors of her bond of 250k were Samuel Richardson and Isaac 
Whitlock. 
For sometime 1 have been attempting to determine the relation- 
ship between Mary Richardson and her co-Ssigners on the bond. Her 
maiden name being Jones, and the use of certain names in the fame 
ilies of her two sons, John and Joseph Richardson lead to the 
view that both are kinsmen of Deo scrawl Abe Ti. b in Strausburg Twp.
